The collection combines many of the highlight items 
from the two most significant collections sold during the 
past two decades, the 1998 CAA offering as well as the hold- 
ings of Don Gilletti, as well as many other notes acquired 
privately over the years by our consignor. This piece comes 
from Ansonia’s only issuing bank, and is one of only two aces 
reported from this institution.

Even the massive Gilletti holdings only contained one note 
from this bank, with that piece graded About Good, and 
one has to go back to our January, 1998 offering to find any 
note from this institution grading better than Very Good. 
Fortunately for collectors, the Long Island Sound collection 
contains a real peach of a First Charter, a pen signed 1875 $10 
which PCGS has graded Very Fine 30PPQ.

It is by far the finest reported, and is in 
fact as nice as any third party graded Brown Back from this state we have ever encountered. Our consignor paid over $15,000 for this 
magnificent note in its last auction appearance a decade ago, and we see no reason whatever to believe it will not realize that figure or 
more today.

Interestingly, when the Gilletti holdings 
were sold over a two year period, each of the Greenwich 
notes brought ever escalating prices, with the Red Seal sheet 
selling for a somewhat incredible $51,750. This marks the 
first appearance of any note from Greenwich in four years, 
and we would not be at all to see this pen signed Red Seal 
which grades a pleasing PCGS Very Fine 25, easily reach or 
exceed our likely conservative estimate of...

The Charter Oak story is part 
and parcel of this state’s civic life, commemorating events of 
the night in October of 1687 when newly appointed Governor 
of New England Sir Edmund Andros arrived in Hartford to 
demand the surrender of Connecticut’s Royal Charter which 
had been granted twenty five years earlier. During a heated 
evening meeting between the colony’s leaders and the royal 
entourage at Butler’s Tavern over Andros’ demand to seize 
the charter, the room was plunged into darkness when the 
candles that illuminated it were overturned. No one knows 
whether this was an accident or a crafty maneuver by the 
aggrieved colonists, but what is known is that Captain Joseph 
Wadsworth, who was positioned outside the tavern, found 
himself in possession of the document during the ensuing 
chaos in the darkness. Wadsworth took it upon himself to 
hide the charter in a majestic white oak tree on a nearby 
estate, hence the name “The Charter Oak.” Wadsworth’s 
bold move served to preserve not only the document but the 
rights of the colonists. Recovered later, the Royal Charter 
now occupies a place of honor in the Connecticut History 
Museum, and the Charter Oak itself is commemorated on 
the Connecticut state quarter.

This 
rather obscure institution was the sole issuing National Bank 
chartered in Connecticut’s capital between that date and 
1927, which says something about the stability of the state’s 
banking system and its unfriendliness towards new entrants. 
This institution was hardly a success, lasting less than five 
years before bowing out in 1920. Fewer than a dozen notes 
are reported, with this among the nicest.

For years he labored to acquire this note, which was owned by a high school music teacher living in a small 
Ohio community, who would only trade the note for a note from his home town. Alas, his home town, although it had two banks, was 
then unreported, and our consignor could never find anything which would induce this individual to sell, including the offer of copi- 
ous quantities of good old cash. Finally in 1982 the previous owner died, and the note was offered in a Hickman-Oakes sale, where 
our consignor purchased it for the then outlandish price of $1800 after being prepared to bid considerably more.
